Applicant's claims are directed toward micropigment mixtures. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Siegfried further discloses that the UV filters are heat mixtures. 
In table 2, Siegfried further discloses* that the composition may 
contain micronized titanium dioxide. Siegfried discloses each and 
every aspect of the invention as claimed by the applicant in the 
instant case .

Fankhauser further discloses the specific compounds which may be 
mixed or melted together to form a sunscreen composite. In claim 
23, Fankhauser further discloses that tocopherols may also be 
employed in the UV mixtures- Claim 25 discloses that cationic and 
anionic compounds may be present . Fankhauser discloses each and 
every aspect of the invention as claimed by the applicant in the 
instant case .
